The southern commission on the 
study of lynching Tuesday announced 
the University of North Carolina law 
| school would undertake a survey of 

laws now on state statute books re- 


| garding the prevention of lynching 
‘and other crimes of mob violence, the 
‘apprehension and punishment of lync h- 
(ers and the effectiveness of methods 
| for preventing and punishing “such 
disgraceful episodes.” 

The announcement by Chairman 
- eat Fort Milton, editor of the 
Chattanooga News, also stated “af 
‘such a step seems necessary,” the 
project would include preparation of 
/a uniform anti-lynching law for pres- 
entation to the various states for their 
| adoption. Through Dean Charles T. 
McCormick, the University of North 
Carolina law school accepted an invi- 
tation to conduct the special study. 
As causative factors of mob violence 
discussed at a meeting here yesterday 
| the commission listed “tensions result- 
ing from economic competition of ra- 
cial groups, the interacting effect of 
pauperized education and community; 
_ backwardness and the cultural and re-| 
'ligious backgrounds of communities in, 
which lynchings occur.’ 

The commission by resolution ten-, 
| dered its thanks and appreciation to 
Mrs. Jessie Daniel Ames, director of 
| woman’s wark of the commission on 
| interracial co-operation, and her as- 
| sociates. Mentioning a recent meet- 

ing in Atlanta of representative wom- 
en, who repudiated lynching as a de- 
| fense of womanhood, the commission 
said “it is expected that this willbe 
followed by the organization of strong | 
committees of women in each of the 
southern states to oppose this type of 
'ecrime, whatever the provocation.” 

The commission also by resolution 
commended Sheriff John Roach, of 
| Maryville, Mo., the unit of the nation-

A BREAKDOWN, 
DOCTORS SAY 


Coast Air Trip Disapprov- 
ed; Knute Warned To 
Limit Activity. 


ROCHESTER, Minn., Dec. 23.—() 
His physician’s warning to limit his 
strenuous activities or face the possi- 
bility of a complete breakdown con- 
fronted Knute Rockne, famous foot- 


‘ball coach of Notre Dame, tonight. 


Dr. C. J. Barborka, of the Mayo 
clinic, gave his verdict after an ex- 


'baustive examination of the coach who 


came here last week for a physical in- 

ventory, fearing a return of phlebitis 
of the leg, an ailment that once before 
sent him to bed. 

Rockne, the physician said, " shows 
no immediate signs of further trouble 
in the leg, but is suffering from fa- 
tigue which closely approaches the line 
of exhaustion, and must limit his ac- 
tivities or face grave consequences. 

Immediately after the outcome of 
the physician’s examination was an- 
nounced, the Notre Dame coach re- 
turned to his room at a hotel here and 
a himself to all inquirers. Tele- 

one calls from newspapermen 
eee word he had left town to re- 
turn tonight, but other reports ‘said 
he was still in the city. 

Dr. Barborka explained his findings 
do not mean that Rockne must cease 
coaching but. he must place a curb on 
his other activities, including speech 
making, writing for magazines and 
other tasks, which, coupled with the 
strenuous gridfron season just ended, 
have sapped his strength. 


The physician also disapproved 
Rockne’s proposed airplane trip to Los 
Angeles Saturday, declaring that if 
the coach “flies to Los Angeles we 
will refuse to assume responsibility for 
his future care.” He also said Rockne 
had been urged not to make the trip 
by train either. 


Rockne, the physician said, came 
here last week in a state of complete 
exhaustion. He said that the attack 
of phlebitis is likely to recur “or a 
complete breakdown result unless he 
quits his strenuous mode of living and 
takes life easy. His outside interests 
coupled with the work of coaching are 
too much for one man.
